NEW YORK, Aug. 2:i.—-K. G- Dun & 


Company's weekly review of trade says : 
Political events had uo definite influ- 
ence upon business prospects, for the 
phenomenal variations in sterling 
•change and the beginning of imports oi 
gold may be fairly attributed to thu 
accumulating extet; of merchandise ex- 
ports over imports. 


The exports from New York for the 


past two weeks have been iO per ceui 
larger aud imports hero ii per cent 
smaller than last year. 
The rapid 


movement of grain and the unusually 
early mark., ling of cotton tend strongly 
to aid the banking syndicate, which has 
undertaken to regulate foreign 
ex- 


change. 
Speculation has advanced wheat over 


1 cent during the week, corn a small 
fraction aud cotton five-eighths, the 
principal motive power being reports of 
injury to growing crops. As before the 
unfavorable accounts respecting wheas 
ure iu some measure discredited by tho 
continued heavy movement from the 
farms, western receipts having been rO,- 
697,137 bushels in two weeks, against 
6,759,Hii3 bushels last year. With prices 
8 cents lower than last year such a 
movement can not be interpreted as a 
sign of deficient. 
Some additional heavy failures in the 


lumber trade call attention to the con- 
tinuing depression which appears to re- 
sult, at least iu part, from expectations 
entertained by many that the. unlimited 
increase in new building during the 
past vear or two would be permanent. 


The iron and steel manufacture is the 


only continued depression to report and 
bessemer pig has sold at §10.40 at Pitts- 
burg, while southern iron is offered at 
prices equivalent to f!0 at New York 
und nearly all finished products are be- 
ing sold below the current quotations. 
There is rapid curtailment of produc- 
tion. The one oright spot is the sale 
of 0,000 tons of steel rails to Japan for 
renting railways in that conuny, which 
makes an aggregate of 45,000 tons ex- 
ported during the ys^r. 
Nothing encouraging can yet be said 


regarding the woolen manufacture and 
the demand for goods even :\t recent re- 
ductions in prices, is still disappointing- 
ly small. Sales of wool at the three 
chief markets have been omy i .6* 0,000 
pounds in three weeks against 18,8*7,- 
200 last yew and 23,36! ,400 in the same 
weeks of IW»2. A heavy auction sale of 
cotton poods brought prices which were 
considered quit (^encouraging.

this tlabert, wbero not a blade of 
grass grows. I was told that the 
Arabs procure thesa sheep on the 
Bed sea coast and drive them up to 
Marat from Halaib, a distance of 
260 miles as the crow fiies. 


While tailing over various routes 


with the Ababdeh we realized how 
intimate is their knowledge of tbe 
desert. Their journeys are by no 
insans confined to those regular 
tracks radiating from Mnrat One 
can engage guides at Murat who 
will take one direct to any place one 
may like to menrion on the Red sea 
shore or on the Nile bank They 
know every well and pool of the 
desert and the amount of water it 
can supply. 


At the same time these guides are 


not infallible, and occasionally they 
miss the wells for which they are 
/asking and perish of thirst A tide] 
Azim told us that the mirages, which 
are so frequent and so deceptive in 
the Nubian desert, are the chief 
cause of these mistakes. Tbe land- 
marks by -which the guides direct 
their course become invisible or are 
distorted and unrecognizable -while 
sometimes the ghost of some famil- 
iar rock or tree — possibly many 
leagues away and in a totally differ- 
ent direction — arises out of the des- 
ert to dra\v the unfortunate traveler 
to his destruction. The sheik said 
that within his own memory 90 of 
the best Abandon guides had thn: 
lost their -way and died in tho des- 
ert. 


These Ababdeh are a most inter-

But ere he had won these honors 
ho was already famous for his contri- 
butions at IS years of age to the Cam- 
bridge and Dublin Math-matical Jour 
nal had attracted tho HIH nrkm and ex 
cited the wonder of the- soii-ntinc world 
in Francs «s well as in England fay 
their boldness, original it v and accuracy. 
He was shortly afterward made editor 
of that famous journal and gatherer 
round him a bnlliaut ;.uff of wriu-rs.

tection against the evil. Shoplifters are 
easily dealt; -with aud disposed of, m 
they are generally of the class who can 
be punished to the fnll extent of the 
law, but the kleptomaniac is usually a 
woman of refinement, good family and 
possessed of ample means, which per- 
mit of the gratification of her most ex- 
travagant needs. 


Strange as the assertion may seem, it 


ia so true and has assumed such propor- 
tions that iu the majority of the stores 
there is a book kept in the private office 
of the firm in which are written the 
names of the women who are known to 
be thus afflicted, and when they are 
caught in the act a bill for the goods 
stolen ia sent to the husband, father or 
the person who has made himself re- 
sponsible for the things takein. It wa« 
found necessary to do this after two or 
three arrests had been made and the 
culprit found, upon investigation, to be- 
long to some well known family. It was 
not only necessary for the protection of 
the merchants against loss by tho theft, 
bxit it was also more imperative from 
the fact that these esppsures endangered 
his business. After sueh an ariesfc and 
the consequent; publicity the family of 
the accused were very loath to trade at 
that particular store, and tho with- 
drawal of such patronage meant loss of 
thousands of dollars to the proprietor.

Birds M ««>«•.> Carriers. 


Two centuries ago the Dutch destroy- 


ed every nutmeg treer in the Moluccas 
in order to enjoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted the trees in 
their own possessions. 


In spite of their most earnest efforts, 


however, the islands were being con- 
stantly restocked. For s, long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 


The doves of that quarter of the world 


are of large size and readily swallow 
the seed of the nutmeg, with the fruit 
at which they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and laud in a few hours and deposit 
tho seeds of the nutmeg not only unin- 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by the heat and moisture of the bird's 
system. 


By a similar process thousands of acres 


of laud have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the birds acting as na- 
ture's agents in the dissemination of 
plants. 


But in quite another manner do they 


transport seeds from place to place. 
Darwin found in six grains of earth ad- 
hering to the feet of a plover three dif- 
ferent kinds of seeds, and in mud stick- 
ing to the feet of ducks and geese shot 
in England ho found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to the Victoria Nyanza, in 
central Africa, thus proving not only 
the extent of migration, but also the 
possibility of plants appearing iu strange 
localities through the agency of these 
birds. 


In the mud flicking to the foot of a 


Texas fteer the soeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grosses common in 
Texas were found by a iiiicroscopisl 
after tho arrival of the- animal in Ne\v 
York.—St. Lotus Globe-Democrat.

The Attorney Tree, 


The cupey, or, as it is sarcastically 


called in the English possessions, "the 
attorney," is one of the most curious, 
as it is'cej-tainly the most picturesque, 
denizens of the virgin forests of the 
West Indian islands. It belongs to the 
parasitical family of trees or plants, 
but, teirible to relate, it invariably with 
the basest ingratitude destroys all life 
in the unfortunate tree that cherishes it 
in its early growth. The seeds arc borne 
on the'-wing* of the wind aud deposited 
ou the brunches of other trees, when 
they burst into roots, which are dro;>l*-d 
toward the ground all round the' 'nursf" 
trc-e. In time these roots reach th« 
ground and strike into the soil. 


From this moment the roots grow 


stronger and stronger, until they resem- 
ble a lot of rope ladders thrown over 
tho five. Next, the parasite semis down 
a groat cord, which nviues round the 
trunk of the supporting tree, at first as 
though iu loving embrace, but it grows 
tighter and tiehtcr, eventually stran- 
gling its benefactor out of existence. 
The "nurse" tree, thus killed, rots to 
decav, aud from tho immense fibrous 
roots of tho destroyer now springs a 
great mink, which rises high into tho 
air. When acupey is full grown, it pre- 
senh- a laugnitic-v-ut spectacle, for the 
irordlik" root* rise often to 50 or 00 
fcor and support in midair rJuj vast 
trv itself.—Pm.-burg Dispatch.

The car repair departments of the 
, H. & D. shops were destroyed by 
re early this morning, causing a 
eavy loss to both the company and 
he employes. 
About ten minutes after l o'clock 
i alarm was sounded from box '21, 


which is located opposite the C., H. 


D. shops. The department re- 


waded quickly and found what at 
rst "seemed to be only a small blaze 
The department bad been on the 


grounds but a few minutes until the 
ames had spread and the chief saw 
bey had a desperate fire to battle 
1th. 
A ^econd alarm was sounded, 


ailing the South Side department to 
assist in fighting tbe flames. A 
bird Harm was sent in, calling for 
more pressure. When the first alarm 
ras sounded the blaze could be n> 
iced only in the immediate vicinity 


the shops, but in an incredibly 


hort time they seemed to have 
iread over the entire interior of the 
lops. The building was a seething 


mass of flames, which leaped hign 
nto the air and lighted the whole 
ity. 
The first line of hose was laid from 
nion street, and water was thrown 
nto tne west part of the shops. The 
rrival of the South Side department 
as delayed a short time by a C., H. 


& D freight train. Five lines of 


ose were laid and water thrown on 
11 sides of the building. 
Three 


jreams played on the south end of 
ae building with the hope that the 
evouring flames might be Kept back 
rom the blacksmith and machine 
hops. This the department sac- 
eeded in doing. Several times a 
rame storage building between the 
Machine and repair shops was afire, 
ut it was extinguished each time 
Ihe wind was favorable, blowing 
rom the southeast, thus driving the 
fire and heat from the building on 
Test. At one time it looked as 
hough it was beyond the power of 
water to keep the flames- from ieap- 
og over onto uhs other buildings and 
.estroying them also. Time passed 
lowly, and it seemed as If water had 
no effect, so great was the heat. The 
nterior 
of

was 


filled with dry material, paints, var- 
nishes 
and upholstering, 
matter 


which readily caught fire, and burned 
with great rapidity and fierceness. 
The firemen succeeded in keeping 
,he fire confined in the car repair 
hops, and in so doing die" excellent 
work. ' Tor an hour and a half the 
ire raged fiercely, when it began to 
die out. 


A short distance bo the west and 


north of the burning building stands 
a frame building about seventy feet 
ong and thirty feet wide. In this is 
stored the paint supplies and two 
ianks of benzine 
At one stage of 


;he fire it seemed as if this would 
>urn, as the root was afire in several 
places and the cornice was ail ablaze. 
For this to burn meant danger. But 
each time that the building caught 
water was thrown onto the building 
and extinguished the blaze. 
The 


Dumber piled on the west side of the 
building was kept from burning and 
communicating to the boiler shops 
The building that burned is a total 
wreck, as well as all that was within 
it.

the shops it seemed as If every rail- 
road man in and about tbe yards and 
shops yelled to give the alarm, and 
every engine whistle blew a warning 
signal 
An immense crowd gathered 


to the scene but were unable to lend 
assbtance in wiping out a nre that 
left a loss of property and caused sor- 
row to many laborers who depended 
upon the shops for their daily sus- 
tenance. The loss falls heavily upon 
the mechanics who labor there, as 
they lose not on.y their employment 
but valuable working tooK In the 
coach department -i men lose their 
chests of tools, each of which is val- 
ued at from 8100 to 8200. It is esti- 
mated that the mechanics loss in 
this way will be between two and 
three thousand dollais. Only three 
of them were insured. Four men 
succeeded in entering the building 
and getting four chests of tools. 
This remainder was a total loss 
The company estimates their loss on 
building and rolling stock at not 
lefte than $50,000. The 
coaches, 


whose cost will average 83,000, were 
also 
insured. 
The 
probabilities 


are that work of cleaning up the 
ruins will be begun just as soon as 
word is received from the general 
superintendent 
In this work and in 


rebuilding, emplojment will be giv- 
en the o'd employes in preference to 
others. One hundred and sisty-five 
men are thrown out of empioynsent 
and of this number fifty flve lose 
their working tools 
The fire is a 


aad and deplorab'e one, coming as it 
did dnimg the depressing times in 
all railroad affairs. The employes 
will suffer the most, and it is the de 
sire of everyone that repairs be be- 
gun at once 


The walls of the building- have 


sprung considerably and can hardly 
be used in rebuilding. This is the 
second fire they have undergone, 
tbe shopb having been destroyed oy 
&re nine years ago—on Monday, Sep 
tember 19th, the conflagration at 
that time originating from an engine, 


Many people visited the scene this 


morning. Tire is still smouldering
